Order Given 


A state of emergency devel- 
oped at SAC Tuesday with the 
answering of the phone by 
SAC operator Joana Conrad. 


“There is a bomb on campus 
set to go off at 12:30,” stated 


the rude female caller who 
placed her call approximately 
around 12 noon. With those 


few, quick, exciting words the 
caller then hurg up. 


With nearly 3000 student: 
On campus at the time of the 
phone call and during the ab- 
sence of SAC President Dr. 
John E. Johnson, Dean of In- 
struction, Vernon TL. Arm- 
strong expressed his first 
thoughts after receiving word 
of the bomb threat. “If we get 
an emergency messave of this 
sort, we can’t afford to second 
guess it, therefore, we have to 
assume its a real message. Our 
first action was clearing the 
campus.” 

NO EXPLOSION 

After evacuating the build- 
ing and waiting as the minute 
and second hands of the clock 
ticked softly by, there was no 
explosion. 

“We'll start searching the 
campus after 1:30 p.m.,” stated 
Armstrong, “‘we don’t want to 
take any chances.” 

DO YOUR OWN EXPLODING 

The SAC faculty carried out 
the search, according to Arm- 
strong, because they are famil- 
iar with everything around the 
campus. 

“Tf the bomb squad searches 
a custodians closet they 
wouldn’t know what to do with 
anything. They would have to 
move everything to be sure.’ 

As the search continued, a 
brief-case was found that was 
believed to contain the bomb. 

For safety reasons the brief- 
case was blown up by the bomb 
squad. The contents of the case 
was found to be books left by 
one of the students hurrying 
to evacuate the campus. 

Dr. Johnson, president of 
SAC was not available for 
comment. He was attending an 
American Association of Jun- 
ior Colleges’ meeting in Wash- 
ington.

There he had class- 
es in typiny, English, and was 
a full-time counselor. Besides 
teaching during the day, he 
taught at Orange Coast College 
in the evenings. In 1967 he 
was transferred to Saddleback 
High School where he was 
director of their work exper- 
ience program. He had 300 
students in the work exper- 
ienee program and 125. busi- 
nesses in the community par- 
ticipated in employing these 
<tudents. 


At Saddleback Mr. Boranian 
started the Neighborhood Youth 
Corps. This is a program for 
students of low income to work 
on campus and get paid. This 
encourages them not to drop 
out of high school. The students 
would work at jobs in the 
school such as PBX operators, 
in the library, office work, and 
the nurse’s office. Saddleback 
High School had the largest 
number of students working in 
this program. 


Last summer Mr. Boranian 
furthered the NYC prozram 
and established the NYC Youth 
College Program. A‘ group of 
10 high school sophomores and 
juniors went to UCI, fo- eight 
weeks for academic and work 
enrichment. They earned six 
credits toward their higk school 
education. The students arrived 
on campus Sunday night and 
departed on Thursday. While 
on campus they used the col- 
‘ege’s work study students as 
counselors to help them with 
their problems. The high school 
students lived in the dormitor- 
ies on campus. The Neighbor- 
hood Youth Corps wrote pro- 
posals to the Health, Education 
and Welfare Department with 
the cooperation of UCI so that 
the “NYC Goes To College 
Program” could be established. 
Also this summer, Mr. Boranian 
worked with the Summer Youth 
Opportunity Center as an em- 
ployment counselor. He work- 
ed with students from the age 
group of 16-22. Describing his 
job so far at Santa Ana Col- 
lege, Mr. Boranian said, “It 
has been interesting and crea- 
tive continuing working with 
younz people these past 16 
years.”’

“Ah America, you used to be the 
land of the eager beaver,’ mourns a 
Rice Chex commercial.

China..war.) 


At the end of any righteously in- 
dignant college newspaper article it is 
customary to offer a simplistic, pie-in- 
the-sky, cure-all solution.

PE. — A Legitimate Requirement? 


In these times of confusion and 
complexity in junior colleges through- 
out the state, there must be an event- 
ual re-evaluation which hopefully, will 
bring with it the termination of the 
twenty-one year old minimum age limit 


which forces students under the 
age limit, to carry a P.E. class. 

Under the present system of the 
California Scholastic Association, stu- 
dents must enroll in a P.E. class if they 
are carrying more than 8 units, and are 
under 21 years of age, and have not 
finished their military requirement. 

By acting in accord with the pres- 
ent system, students are forced ty waste 
valuable time in Phys. Ed. classes for 
14 unit instead of using this period for 
the study of their more vital education- 
al courses, and perhaps this would en- 
able them to take more units. 

Night students under twenty-one 
must, therefore, enrol] in P.E. if they 
are taking more than 8 units. There are, 
However, no night P.E. courses sched- 


said 


uled in the evenings at SAC, therefore 
a working person planning on further- 
ing his education will find it extremely 
difficuit to work and attend school at 
the same time. 

Physical Education should be kept 
in the college’s schedule but only as an 
elective. 

As an elective, Physical Education 
would be available to those who wished 
to participate in it, without the coercive 
element now inherent within the pres- 
ent system. 

In a period when unemployment is 
steadily on the rise, many students feel 
the pressures and burdens of seeking 
full time employment while still in at- 
tendance at college, so that they will 
have a job to turn to upon graduation. 
Students are compelled to complete 
their educations as rapidly as possible; 
it is a shame that P.E. must loom as a 
deterrent and a hinderance to educa- 
tion.

About 9.2 million persons 
living in the United States — 
a majority of them native-born 
American citizens — _ identify 
themselves as being of Spanish 
origin, the Census 
ported in its 


Bureau re- 
most extensive 
study to date of the nation’s 
second largest minority group. 

The Bureau reported that on 
the average, the Spanish pop- 
ulation has less education, is 
lower paid and has more un- 
employment than other Ameri- 
cans. 

The report was based on a 
survey conducted in November 
1969 rather than on the coni- 
plete census taken last year. 


The bureau said 9,230,000 
persons considered themselves 
to be Spanish. Of those, 
5,073,000 were of Mexican
